“Spanish-speaking seen 


strong in Church action 


SAN FERNANDO, Cal. (NC)— 
Pope Paul sees Spanish-speaking 
Catholics as among the strongest 
possible supporters of Catholic 


in the United States, 
Archbishop Jean Jadot said here 
last Saturday. 


The Apostolic Delegate spoke 
to 110 participants in an historic 
conference organized by the Los 
Angeles archdiocese to formulate 
a pastoral plan for the Spanish- 
speaking. 


“A FEW WEEKS ago I was in 
Rome and I had a very long 
audience with the Holy Father, 
just two days after the appoint- 
ment of Archbishop Robert San- 
chez of Santa Fe,’’ the delegate 
said. 


““Speaking of the Chueh in the 
U.S., the Holy Father showed 
much interest in the Spanish- 
speaking community. He told me 
he hoped this community would 

be the strongest support of 
_ Catholic action and community in 
the United States. 


' “The Holy. Father spoke of the 
“necessity of proceeding at the 
same time on two different levels. 


“YOU MUST BE concerned 
with your own problems as 
American citizens, for you are 
American citizens. And, at the 
same time, you must be concern- 
ed with all other citizens of the 
world. You have your own values 
and heritage and you must 


preserve them. You must be part 
of total Catholic religious life.’’ 


Archbishop Jadot said the Pope 
was concerned that ‘“‘particular- 
ism’’ be avoided. 


Cardinal Timothy Manning en- 
couraged the participants in their 
work and promised his support. 


THE PASTORAL planning con- 
ference took place at Our Lady 
Queen of Angels Seminary adja- 
cent to historic Mission San 
Fernando Rey de Espana. Dele- 
gates were priests, religious and 
lay persons from 15 areas of the 
archdiocese coinciding with those 
used by the archdiocesan Priests’ 
Senate for its own organization. 


There were observers from the 
dioceses of Santa Fe, San Diego, 
Fresno and Phoenix. . Present 
were Archbishop-elect Sanchez of 
Santa Fe and Auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert Chavez of San Diego. 


Father Edgard Beltran of the 
USCC Division ‘for the Spanish- 
speaking, conducted main ses- 
sions from which small group 
discussions followed. 


THE CONFERENCE was view- 
ed by Spanish-speaking commun- 
ities in the country as a guide 
toward development of pastoral 
plans in other areas. 

For three days, the delegates 
worked and studied together, 
shoulder to shoulder, assessing 
two major documents that formed

Bishop Maher's pastoral concern 
‘Dignity of women at 
stake in new world 


In a pastoral letter on ‘‘Women 
in the New World’’ Bishop Leo T. 
Maher warns that ‘‘immeasurable 
potential may be lost to the 
Church and society by too rigidly 
exclusive male and female roles.’’ 


Calling on women to take the 
initiative in building a better 
world, Bishop Maher speaks of 
the need for a ‘‘realistic, objective 
appraisal of the role, rights and 
dignity of women.”’ 

“IN THEIR enthusiasm to 
embrace and become part of 
feminist claims for recognition,”’ 
the bishop writes, ‘‘some women 
have adopted postures which 
have done little to affirm the 
dignity of womanhood.”’ 


The letter of about 4,000 words, 
dated for the feast of the 


‘Assumption, Aug. 15, has been 


sent to all parishes. 
Reminding women that human 


potential reaches its perfection in 
~ Christ, 


‘a perfection of human 
maturity and sanctity in which all 
dignity and freedom is attained,”’ 
he urges them to seek their true 
identity and personhood in their 
faith. 


ALTHOUGH cultural inequities 
exist, ‘‘faith recognizes that God 
grants women their freedom, that 
he wills them to full realization of 
their personhood, that he calls 
them to the higher authenticity 
that overcomes evil with good.”’ 


In the half-century since en- 
franchisement of women, Bishop 
Maher notes, rapid and far-reach- 
ing changes have brought about a 
transformation in the life-style 
and contribution of women. 


‘*The Church must lead women 
to the true discernment of the 
Christian message and its appli- 
cation to their modern situation. It 
must ensure that in their search 
for self-understanding the impe- 
tus must be to build rather than to 
destroy.’’ 

“WHILE NOT spelling out 
specifically what the role of 
women in the Church should be, 
the bishop stresses that ‘‘equality 
with men is not the focal point of 
Christian women’s needs, but the 


the age, they 


right to develop to fully human 


and Christian beings, to pursue 


their vocation to the limits of their 
capabilities.”’ 

When considering the exploita- 
tion of women and their denigra- 
tion to ‘‘sex objects,’’ he states, 
“‘we cannot avoid the realization © 
that this condition could not have 
come about without at least the 
tolerance of women themselves.”’ 


The Christian woman, “‘seeking 
the expression of her potential as 
a person must be alert to Christ’s 
imperative love, to seek personal 
encounter and personal covenant 
with God, ‘and to integrate this 
relationship into every aspect of 
her life and being.”’ 


HE NOTES THAT ‘“‘the idea of 
the place and occupation of 
women as solely domestic, en- 
gaged in services from which a 
man is rightfully exempt, is a 
relative sociological convention 
now largeiy displaced in the 
United States.” 

He sees woman as “‘a person 
whose confident womanhood does 
not recoil from leadership, does 
not deny the quality of her 
intellect, the extent of her ability, 
or the depth of her thought, but 
with Christ as her model, silences 
prejudice with the quality of her 
life.”’ 


While admitting that injustice 
and discrimination persist, Bishop 
Maher states that true liberation 
from social, cultural and legal 
inequities lies in profound relig- ~ 
ious faith, hope and love. 


ENDOWED WITH these quali- 
ties, “‘women of the new world 
should indeed exert unpreceden- 
ted power and influence to restore 
this universe to the state of peace 
and harmony cardinal to the 
divine plan for mankind.’’ 


In a comment on the ‘‘consum- 
er mentality of the 20th century”’ 
he states, “‘the society in which 
we live could become wedded to 
and crippled by utilitarianism. If 
women should wed this spirit of

Young family accepts missionary call

Someday Mireya and Jim 
Lee will have to explain to 
their two sons why their little 
brother or sister was not born 
in San Diego like they were, 
but 5,000 miles away in New 
Guinea. 


The Lees will be in that 
remote, sweltering Pacific 
island as lay missionaries in 
the Diocese of Aitape when 
their third child is born in 
September. : 


MRS. LEE, seven months 
pregnant, her husband and 
their two sons, Richard 3%, 
and David, 2, left last week 


for New Guinea where the 


parents will serve for three 
years as mission-helpers\ — 

Mireya and Jim Lee are 
from St. Mary Magdalene 
parish which they left nine 
months ago to train in Los 
Angeles under the Lay 
Mission-Helpers~ Associa- 
tion, the sponsoring mission- 
ary agency. 

Mrs. Lee grew up in 
Sacred Heart parish, Ocean 
Beach, and in St. Mary’s. 
Her husband, a convert, was 
baptized at the same time as 
their first child, Richard, in 
St. Mary’s church. 


THEY HAVE pledged to 
serve under Bishop W. 
Rowell, OFM, of Aitape for 
three years at no salary, 
except for room and board 
and an allowance of $45 a 
month each for them and 
their children.

Jim was an airplane elec- 
trician for the U.S. Navy on 
its massive air base on North 
Island, but gave up his civil 
service status for missionary 
work. 


What made Jim, 27, give 
up a good paying job and 
Mireya, 26, a good home, 
friends and family for the 
missions? 

“WE DON’T see why a lot 
of people should be surprised 
that Catholics with families 
leave their home to go out as 
missionaries,’* say the Lees. 


“We are mission-helpers 
to relieve priests from tem- 
poral work so they have more 


contacts with people. 


“‘We take care of non- 


spiritual work. But in a sense 
we are all missionaries in 
that we set examples for non- 
Christians to follow by partic- 
ipating in the Mass and in 
the liturgy. 


‘““WE BELONG where we 
feel we are needed, and we 
are needed there in New 
Guinea.”’ 


Mr. and Mrs. Lee took part 
in an “enrollment’’ cere- 
mony after completing their 
Los. Angeles studies which 
included theology, scrip- 


tures, missiology and social 


justice. They ‘‘consecrated”’ 
themselves to the Church 
and pledged to serve under 
the missionary bishop to 
whom they were assigned. 


As father’s arms 
the family obeys

When Dr. Joseph Rossi 
raises his arms, most of his 
family open their mouths and 
sing. As choir director and 
organist for St. John the 
Evangelist parish, San 
Diego, he has his wife and 
seven of their 11 children in 
the choir. 


The Rossi family choir— 
and the family forms nearly 
half of it—perform each 
Sunday at the 9:30 a.m. 
Mass, continuing his eight 
years of choir direction at the 
church. And if any other 
choir in the diocese has more 
family members, Dr. Rossi 


- has not heard of it. 


FOR MANY years Dr. 
Rossi has been an active 
leader in local religious 
affairs. In an interview with 
the Southern Cross, he 
discussed his ¢background 
and education, his 27-year 
career in music, and his 
family. 

“I grew up in San Diego 
and went to local Catholic 
schools. As a. high school 
freshman in the late 1930s, I 
joined the Cathedral Choir. 
In order to be accepted, I had 
to pass a music test and be 
screened. For a young boy, it 
was a harrowing experience, 
and I felt very elated when I 
was chosen,’’ he ‘said. 


Dr. Rossi later graduated 
from St. Augustine High 
School and, in 1941, joined 
the first class at St. Francis 
Seminary under Bishop 
Charles F. Buddy. A year 
later he went to.Mt. Angels 
College, a Benedictine Ab- 


bey in Oregon, to finish his 
first two years of college, 
completing his bachelors 
degree in music at St. John’s 
University, at Minnesota. 


“AFTER I decided to no 
longer study for the priest- 
hood, I went on to receive my 
master’s degree at De Paul 
University in Chicago, which 
is run by the Vincentian 
Fathers. In 1947, I. was 
offered a job as music 
director for the Bismarck, 
N.D., diocese.”’ 


Soon afterwards Dr. Rossi 
married. He and his wife 
Elaine, stayed in Bismarck 
for 14 years. 


“All the time, my heart 
was in San Diego,’’ he said. 
“So in 1961, when my wife 
was expecting our eighth 
child, we finally moved here. 
Meanwhile, I had earned my 
doctorate in music.’’ 


IN. SAN DIEGO, his music 
career grew more extensive. 
He became the choir director 


at Mary Star of the Sea. 


church in La Jolla, and at the 
same time was appointed to 
teach music at the Immacu- 
late Heart Seminary.

The value of life 


From time to time, a good dose of hot water is poured 
over us—no baptism, | can assure you—for publishing 
something controversial. Some readers object, and 
accuse us of promoting ideas in conflict with the official 
teaching of the Church. This is the confusion which 
exists between printing what is news and what is an 
interesting and thought-provoking idea. 


A good case came up recently in the story of Jesuit - 


Father Richard McCormick, a research scholar at 
Kennedy Institute for the Study of Human Reproduc- 
tion, Washington, D.C. He said human life is a value ‘‘to 
be preserved precisely as a condition for other values’’ 
insofar as they are attainable. Translated and over- 
simplified, he was reported to hold the view that severely 
deformed infants who do not have the potential for 
human relationships should or could be allowed to die. 


In reporting his statements here—which come from an 
article in the Journal of the American Medical 
Association—we do not suggest they have official 
approval. But they are of sufficient interest to warrant 
both publication and study. This is a dangerous area, this 
question of the quality of life, of what we mean by human 
life. But when a noted moral theologian like Father 
McCormick, writes a serious article for the AMA 
Journal, we cannot ignore it, and should at least consider 
his point of view. 


Where the potential for human relationships is 
“simply nonexistent or would be utterly submerged and 
undeveloped in the struggle to survive, that life has 
achieved its potential,’” he wrote. Life, he asserts, is 
“indeed a basic and precious good,’’ but is a good to be 

“preserved precisely as the condition of other values. And 
the preservation of an infant’s life ‘‘has meaning as long 
as there is hope that the infant will, in relative comfort, 
be able to experience caring and love.’’ 


By all means go ahead and argue with Father 
McCormick, if you will. But don’t blame us for 
publishing it, particularly as the secular press made 
headlines out of it. 


Much out of nothing? 


In practice, is more being made out of this than 
necessary? The danger of Father McCormick’s 
statement is the misinterpretations that others will 
make. He states that when doubt exists as to an infant’s 
human potential a decision should be made in favor of 
life. But what about those who will use the theologian’s 


words against life?: Even a child born without a brain, » 


without the potential, therefore, for human existence as 
we know it, has presumably a reason for being born, 
according to God’s plan. Whether it should be ‘allowed 
to die’’ is the question.

| hope no one criticizes the American bishops for doing 
such an excellent critical analysis of the present state of 
the Church in the United States. We published a large 
excerpt two weeks ago. They were not afraid to look facts 
in the face and present an open, honest and practical 
report, without even shying from the word ‘‘malaise’’ 
which occurred right in the opening remarks.

Moral self-analysis 
There are several aspects of the 
unsavory serial story of the Watergate tapes 


that assault the conscience, but one above all 
stands out—lack of morality in high places. 


Even if you can justify secret tape 
recordings of conversations, unknown to the 
participants, what calls for question is the 
utterly amoral tone of the conversations and 
thought processes of men charged with the 
most important civil responsibilities in the 
world. 


Whichever version of the transcripts is 
acceptable—and the disclosures of the Judici- 
ary Committee certainly add fuel to the 
flames —the clear picture emerges of a group of 
men who never once questioned the morality of 
their actions. 


It is a sordid scene, one which has 
rightly cast a cloud of doubt over the whole 
government process by which we live. 


While the story of Watergate continues 
in the Congress and in the courts, in all its 
various aspects, it should lead us all to resolve 
that in our own roles as leaders—and all 
Christians are charged with leadership—we 
never stoop to the amoral standards exempli- 
fied by the White House clique. Thus we might 
change the whole scene—even at the top.

Israel consulate 
on Jerusalem 


With reference to the 
article by Father Leo E. 
McFadden on Jerusalem 
(SC, June 6), Israel main- 
tains that Jerusalem is its 
ancient and traditional capi- 
tal, just as Rome is the 
ancient capital of Italy or 
Washington the somewhat 
less ancient capital of the 
USA. Israel, on the basis of 
mutual interreligious re- 
spect, believes that Holy 
Places should be under the 
administration of those who 
hold them sacred. ° 


Pending a final peace 
treaty with the Arab states, 
Israel will continue to pre- 
serve the status quo under 
which Jewish Holy Places are 
administered by Israeli rab- 
bis, Moslem Holy Places are 
administered by Jordanian 
(Palestinian) Moslems, and 
Christian Holy Places are 
respectively administered by 
clergy affiliated to the very 
many denominations which 
have. established churches 
and other institutions 
throughout the Holy Land. 


Freé access to all is 
guaranteed by Israeli law. 
American citizens, for exam- 
ple, may visit the Holy Places 
without hindrance to pray at 
the shrine of their choice. 


Reference being made to 
land expropriation for urban 
development in Jerusalem, it 
may be noted that, as in the 
USA, the law provides for 
substantial compensation to 
landowners. To allay any 
fears on the matter, an 


Israeli law protecting all the. 
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: Holy Places is in force and is 


scrupulously observed. 


Father McFadden notes 
that ‘‘the Holy See does not 
exclude the exercise of 
sovereignty over the city of 
Israel...’? and advocates that 
the UN might define that 
sovereignty. 


When Jordan and Israel 
reach agreement on matters 
concerning Jerusalem within 
the context of the UN-spon- 
sored Geneva Peace Confer- 
ence, one can indeed hope 
that all the nations of the 
world will respect and sup- 
port a negotiated agreement 
made by the two sovereign 
nations most intimately con- 
cerned.

a women will, we were talking...about 
the Church as the universal sacrament of 
salvation, the unifying and harmonizing 
instrument of God in the world and the 
enormous difficulties with which we 
Christians hinder her mission. 


Dissension among Christians is no 
longer a popular subject for discussion. It 
has become almost a truism—a cliche. In 
fact, the fashion today is less to deplore it 
than to defend it. 


LOOK, WE SAY, at the early 
Christians. There has always been 
dissension in the Church. It’s a fact of 
life—just one of those things. 


This, to me, is like saying» of an 
undisciplined, rebellious and ignorant 
person, ‘‘You can’t blame him, he’s been 
like this since childhood.’’ Children are 
meant to grow into responsible adults; the 
Church is meant to grow to maturity. 


There is something very wrong with the 
person who will not grow up—not in his 
human structure, but in his personality. 
There is something very wrong when the 
Church does not grow—not in her 
structure but in the persons who 
constitute her presence in the world. 


THAT THE CHURCH has progressed 
as far as she has is due to the dedication 


and vision of only a percentage of her - 
-members, who have encountered Christ in 


their lives and perceived their evangelical 
mission to witness him to others. 
Although the Holy Spirit remains always 
with the Church, it acts through the 
medium of human response. 


Far too many Catholics wear the sign of 
Christ as a personal accolade, ego-gratify- 
ing and exclusive. Far too few carry his 
insignia as an open invitation to 
participation in a relationship of harmony 
and -brotherhood. 


| was deeply moved by a_ homily 
récently, in which a priest related how a 
brief flash of temperament at an airport 
had left him with a profound’ sense of 
betrayal of Christ. ; 


WEARY AND TENSE after a taxing 
seminar and an eight-hour flight, this 
normally mild and gentle man found 
himself berating a fellow passenger for 
usurping his place in a baggage line.

HER MISSION IS the antithesis of 
elitism and exclusiveness. It is to witness 
the incarnation of the Word of God—the 
making human of the love of God in the 
world. 


We too easily absolve ourselves of our 
failures in Christian witness. There is an 
arrogance in us which blinds us to the 
fallacy and. hypocrisy of many of our 
attitudes. 


There is the false witness of defending 
our religious position in a_ spirit of 
antagonism; of proclaiming the virtue of 
discipline in an undisciplined attack upon 
another;. of calling down prejudice and 
defensiveness from the pinnacle of our 
own prejudice and defensiveness. ~ 


IF WE ARE TO accomplish our work as 
the Church of Christ, we must first face 
reality—the reality of ourselves, our 
faults, our failures and arrogance. 

Then, when we ‘‘put on Christ’’ it will 
not be as a facade, without depth or 
meaning, but asa second skin, conform- 


_ing closely to what we are—or what we are 


becoming. . ay 
If dissension among Christians is a 


scandal to the world—and it should be—it 


is not something to be attributed to the 
faceless institutional structure we identify 
as ‘‘The Church,’’ but something for 
which we, the-people who are the Church, 
are personally and individually respon- 
sible. -

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Bishop Maher issues pastoral letter 


Women in the New World 


Bishop Leo T. Maher has issued a pastoral letter: 
calling for a realistic, objective appraisal of the role, 
rights and dignity of women. The following is 
condensed from the full text of nearly 4,000 words. 


In the closing session of the Second Vatican 
Council, an urgent call was issued to women of the 
world, to exercise their Christian vocation for the 
salvation of mankind. Se? 


Today, almost a decade later, when many women 
are questioning the traditional roles and images 
attributed to them, and seeking a deeper realization 
of their identity, the time seems opportune to restate 
our awareness of the quality and dimension of their 
apostolate and reaffirm the fullness of their 
membership of the universal Church, the Body of 
Christ. 


IF WOMEN ARE to respond to this call, exert 
their influence and utilize their powers of 
intercession effectively, the Church must continue to 
witness to the importance of their apostolic 
endeavors and provide the leadership necessary to 
enable them to realize their potential, both within 
the community of the Church and the society in 
which they live. 


The demand of this technological age for women 
to assume, new and, different positions and 
responsibilities has, in some instances, led to 
personal anxiety and confusion. 


In their enthusiasm to embrace and become part 
of feminist claims for recognition, some women have 
adopted postures which have done little to affirm the 
dignity of womanhood. 


On the contrary, they have confirmed the need for 
a realistic, objective appraisal of the role, rights and 
dignity of women, rooted in the teaching of the 
Church. 


FROM ITS beginnings the Church of Christ has 
claimed for woman, the restoration of her original 
dignity and her emancipation from cultural 
inequities and the stigma of inferiority imposed in 
the past. . 

Before women can fully respond to the role of 
protector of the human race and life itself, they must 


discover for themselves those qualities and. 


life-styles which allow them to work in harmony with 
their. true spiritual being and towards their full 
human potential. 


In the half-century since the enfranchisement of | 


women, the movement for clarification of the 
position of women and an end to their exploitation, 
has been gathering momentum. 


CONTEMPORARY psychology has begun to 
discover destructive results of ego-images appropri- 
ated to women through the centuries, in a loss of 
self-value and personhood. Many previously 
accepted distinctions have been shown to be 
deceptive—active man, passive woman, etc.—so 
that we are much more reserved today in our 
assessment of feminine and masculine characteris- 
tics and exclusive roles. 


There is a need for the kind of education that 
“conscientizes,’’ that. is, which leads to’ the 
awareness of political, social and economic 
contradictions in their lives, so that women may take 
effective action against their oppressions. 


Many women, it is true, are happy living in the 
traditional mold. Many others insist that their 
talents and individuality are frustrated and stifled. 


ONLY IN THE true serenity and strength 
emanating from an increased respect for their 
abilities and potential—in personal integrity—may 
women find the confidence, courage and persever- 
ance to follow their full ‘human and Christian 
vocation. 


The Church, in maternal responsibility for all its 
members, must lead women to the true discernment 
of the Christian message and its application to their 
modern situation. 


What is woman? 


In its scriptural and theological expressions, the 
Church has glorified womanhood. In typologies of 
virgin, mother, wife and widow, woman has been 
afforded a position worthy of true reverence. and 
deep respect. 


THE UNIQUE, major theological model is of 
motherhood—a concept of great significance in the 
very life of the Church itself. 


Beautiful as it may be, this image denies woman 
her sovereign dignity. In these representations, 
woman relfects a vision of someone totally for 
others. Her person is not for herself but for 
mankind. : 


Pope Paul VI, acknowledging the limitations of 


addressing women only in terms of concepts and 
poetry, has recognized the need of the woman of 
today to find her expression in a new spirit. In 
Marialis Cultis he has spoken to women in new 
terms, with new emphasis. 


~““THE MODERN woman will note with pleasant 
surprise, that Mary was not a timidly submissive 
woman whose piety was repellent to others; on the 
contrary, she was a woman who did not hesitate to 
proclaim that God vindicates the humble and 


oppressed and removes powerful people from their 


privileged positions.’’ 


' On the question of women’s rights, it is not the 
ideal of womanhood that is at issue, but the person 
who is woman. ; 


Times have changed. Roles are no longer clearly 
defined. Women who are mothers also follow 
careers in business and the professions. Single 
women, aware of statistics which indicate a 
preponderance of women in many countries of the 
world, are realizing that not every woman is called to 
the vocation of marriage and motherhood. Many 
religious women are exercising their ministry in 
various fields within society. 


THE IDEA OF the place and occupation of women 
as solely domestic, engaged in services from which a 


man is rightfully exempt, is a relative sociological’ 


convention’ now largely displaced in the United 
States. 


Who do men say that I am? 


In the divine design, men and women are meant to ~ 


complement each other, to enhance and affirm each 
other as persons, knowing perfect trust and 


* mutuality. 


Together, male and female are given stewardship 
over the earth and its creatures (Genesis 1:28). With 
the fall from grace, mankind set their hearts against 
God (Genesis 6:5) and the urge to attain and exert 
superiority over one another, to dominate and 
subjugate, came to possess all beings. 


IN THIS MOST primitive mores, certain roles and 


functions had to be delinated. By nature of her 


biological processes, women’s activities were 
curtailed. Pregnancy, child-bearing and rearing, 
confined her to the environs of the living area. Man 
ranged afield unencumbered, engaged in the 
necessary business of hunting, fighting and 
establishing the boundaries of his domain. 


Since recorded time, leadership—with some 
exceptions—has been assumed as a male preroga- 
tive. 


WOMAN IS affected specifically in the exercise of 
her biological functions and in her sexuality. 
Sexuality as the expression of divine creative 
harmony and human personality became submerged 
in the idea of sex as a commodity to be used and 
experienced. 


With the Incarnation, a new note is sounded by 
Christ—that of a high estimate of the dignity and 
worth of women in all spheres of Jife. ‘/Christ 
showed an enlightened attitude towards women.’’ 


Although uncircumsized and therefore uncoven- 
anted in the Old Testament, from the outset of the 
Church of Christ, women were baptized as well as 
men, thus being imbued with full rights to the royal 
priesthood of the people of God. 


THERE WAS explicit equality of mission, 


_ responsibility and membership of the Church. Those 


scriptural texts which affirm equality represent an 


expression of divine revelation which contradicts the 


established order of the time. 


St. Paul evidences this duality in his capacity to 
defer to prevailing cultural attitudes and yet make 
the clearest statement on the real status of women. 
“All are baptized in Christ. You have all clothed 
yourselves in Christ and there is no more distinction 
between Jew and Greek, slave and free, male and 
female, -but you are all one in Christ Jesus.” 
(Galatians 3:27-28) 


FROM THE EARLY years of the Church, the 
Blessed Virgin Mary has been presented as the 
classic model of ideal womanhood. 


She is for all men and for all time, the embodiment 
of a person who knew how to accept and respond to 
the election of God in her particular historical 
situation. e 


It is in her humanity, not merely her femininity, 
that Mary’s fiat assumes the quality of co-redemp- 
tion. She is the model of Christian response. 


THE LIBERATION achieved by the redemption, 
bestowed in baptism and sustained through the 
Eucharist, establishes the recognition of the dignity 
and equality of woman before God, her right to full 
participation in the Church, and to reception of 
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available sacramental graces. 


The Fathers of the Second Vatican Council stated 
that ‘‘it must be regretted that fundamental personal 
rights are not yet being universally honored. Such is 
the case of a woman who is denied the right and 
freedom...to embrace a state of life or to acquire an 
education or cultural benefits equal to those 
recognized for men.’’ (Gaudium et Spes No. 29). 


Who do you say that I am? 


The effects of male dominance are embedded, not 
only in custom and law, but most intrinsically in the 
psychological make-up of both men and women. 
Psychologically too, men and women are affected by 
their biological differences. 


A woman’s attitude towards her sexuality is 
reflected in her behavior, her reaction to 
responsibility, her self-discipline, her capacity for 
self-donation, the areas in which she finds fulfillment 
and her relationships with men and with. other 
women. 


A WOMAN WHO has accepted this essential fact 
of her being, and rejoices in her womanhood, 
discovers self-value, purpose and personal dignity. 
She emanates a maturity and integrity which not 
only demands respect and deference but renders 
exploitation impossible. 


There are many instances in history of women who 
have risen to:prominence and even national 
leadership. In the New Testament, women of 
sanctity and maturity were both accepted and valued 
as deacons and prophets and taught side by side 
with men in the early Christian community. St. 
Theresa of Avila and St. Catherine of Siena both 
achieved the stature of Doctors of the Church, living 
in a time when higher education was still considered 
a male prerogative. 


WHEN CONSIDERING the exploitation of women 
and their denigration to ‘‘sex objects’’ as projected 
by the various forms of media today, we cannot 
avoid the realization that this condition could not 

- have come about without at least the tolerance of 
women themselves. 


Even today, when the forces of ‘‘liberation’’ are 


\ most active and vocal, some women—while 


apparently resisting—continue to contribute to their 
own exploitation by their attitudes before men and 
by their response to the suggestiveness, immature 
appeal and insidious pressures of the communica- 
tions and entertainment media in their presentation 
of ‘feminine’ models of behavior, thought and 
dress. 


The consumer mentality of the 20th century all too 
often leads to the idea of usefulness as the criterion 
of what is important or worthwhile. The society in 
which we live could become wedded to and crippled 
by utilitarianism. If women should wed this spirit of 
our age, they may soon be widowed. 


THE TRULY Christian woman, seeking the 
fullness of life, is aware that her faith does not deny 
legitimate expressions of progress and human 
achievement. 


Typically masculine or feminine behavior is to a 
major extent conditioned by education and social . 
and parental expectations. 


Immeasurable potential may be lost to the Church 
and society by too rigidly exclusive male and female 
roles. ; 


The dignity and rights of women—and equally, 
the dignity and rights of men—depend on an 
open-ended exploration of the untapped potential in 
all persons, and the true freedom for each to grow 
into the unique spiritual being he and she is capable 
of becoming. . 


EQUALITY WITH men is not the focal point of 
Christian women’s needs, but the right to develop to 
fully human and Christian being. 


Truly liberated woman 


Faith recognizes that God grants women their 
freedom, that he wills them to full realization of their 
personhood, that he calls them to the higher 
authenticity that overcomes evil with good. 


Secure in her covenanted relationship with God, 
mature in liberation from self, the Christian woman 
is aware that her faith experience is unique. 


AWARE THAT injustices and discrimination 
persist, she is neither intimidated nor diminished in 
the event, recognizing that the true liberation of 
women—and the true liberation of men—proceeds 
from the fulfillment of the Christian commission,

13:34) 


If inequities are not to be exacerbated, but freely 
acknowledged and eradicated, the human posses- 
siveness and pride whicis dominates so much of 
human relationships must be replaced with genuine 
religious charity. 

The Incarnation asserts that human life can be 
lived to its fullest degree only in the consciously felt 
presence of God. As we grow in the loving awareness 
of God, we become more humanly disposed. 


IN CHRIST IS all human reality. In relationship 


with Christ, experiencing ‘‘the virtue and power that 
go out from him,’’ the Christian woman achieves the 
Christian form and personal holiness to fulfill her 
mission. : 


There is no other way she may take hold of her 
destiny. In obedience to her Christian mission in the 
world, the woman of today—and of the future— 
finds the fulfillment of her own being. 


Faith throws new light on everything. It manifests 
God’s design for woman’s total vocation, and thus 
directs the mind to solutions which are fully human.

the basis of the meeting. -

Andy Zielinski, a leader in 
both groups, explained the 
differences. between them. 
“In We Care, we were 
adjusting and learning to 
cope with our hurt and our 
new single life. 


“IN PEOPLE Together 
we’re shifting gears and 
dealing with our problems of 
handling life in general 
rather than problems directly 
associated with our ex- 
mates. We Care will continue 
to be a gateway group. 


‘“‘When members feel 
ready to move into other 
areas of learning about 
themselves and others, they 
may want to join People 
Together, which has pro- 
grams for the individual who 
is reaching for a_ better 
understanding of people.’’ 


Fifteen We Care groups 
have been formed in San 
Diego, Escondido, Redlands, 
Los Angeles and elsewhere 
since its formation by the 
present director, 
Hermes of San Diego, 233- 
5357.

He gives an exuber- 
ant performance and seems 
to have shared a genuinely 
warm relationship with his 
movie students—all but one 
of whom were recruited from 
Brunswick, Ga., where the 
film was made.
